STRIKERS’ PICKETS HOLD 
UP GENERAL. 
MAUSERS MOST EFFECTIVE. 

How strikers’ pickets in Canton 
are trying, to lay down'the law 
even, to military officers: and 
“cuught a tartar” was retounted 
toa “China Mail” reporter by the 
man who took the leading part 
in administering the rebuff to the 
self-appointed policemen. 

Having heard, Wild rumours as 
to conditions.in Hongkong a Gen- 
eral, who fs chief of staff to the 
officer commanding one of’ the 
corps in the First Cantonese 
Army, arrived at Cunton from the 
West River, on his way down to 
this Colony. : 

In Canton he shipped by the 
xs. Shing Cheong for Maguo, As 
he was going on board the vessel, 


a batch of strikers, some of whom 


were armed and in uniform, chal-" 
lenged him on the Bund and in- 
sisted on searching him. It being 
against his dignity to submit, 
the General demanded indignant- 
ly, as he said to the “Mail man, 
to know the reason why. The 
picket told him that they were 
going to confiscate any correspon- 
dence for Hongkong and~ any 
Hongkong money, as a boycott 


vhad been declared against British’ 


coinage. ' 

“} have $5,000 on me in Hong- 
kong notes.” declared the Gen- 
eral when, as he admitted, he only 
had $3 or so, “and I defy any- 


body to. take it from me as no 


notice has been posted up to warn 
the public.” One man came for- 
ward and replied, “I will take it 
from you if you have $5,000" and 
promptly seized two letters which 
were protruding from the Gen- 
erdi's breast, pocket: 

Holding the striker by the neck 
the Genera! produced his badge, 
und the letters were returned; but 
the picket commander still insist.

Pointing to his 
dozen bodyguards behind him, the 
General replizd “You see those 
men coming up from the -rear?

Realising that the General was 
too much for them to tackle the 
men disappeared and the former 
‘went on Loard the ship where he 
dismissed his bodyguards. A.few 
minutes later, a man who claimed 
to be chairman of the “supervisors 
of the China National (Labour) 
Strike delegates’ demanded an 
apology from the General. .Point- 
ing to-striker:

confiscating foodstuffs, the 
General said “You put up no

It was thought that Canton's 
stopping the river-steamer traffic 
between that port and Macao dur- 
ing the week-end would prevent 
any more strikera from returning 
to this Colony.

There is 
plenty of room in the. Park for 
both. It need not cost much, | 
There is -a process called photo- 
sculpture, with an establishment 
in the West-End, by which very 
pretty reliefs can be made by the |’ 
camera, If Miss Fay Compton 
or Miss Gladys Cooper would 
pose as Rima, with a stuffed 


pigeon on each wrist, the artist 


who touches up the photo-sculp- 
ture could, throw in a few 
swallows,,a robin, and a holly 
branch; and the result would be 
exactly what is wanted by the 
honest folk whose sense of 
beauty is outraged ‘and mocked 
by Mr. Epstein’s powerful pro- 
ceedings.

Mr. Nevinson had much to say 
of the difficulties of present-day 
correspondence owing to censor- 
ship in the field and the difficulty 
of being allowed to see nothing. 

| There were three ways of getting 


information—(1) Picking it up} 


at headquarters, ‘or “chicken 
, food”; (2) getting it from the 
wounded and sick, or'“sob stuff”; 
and A3) going up to the front. 
The third. way was the only way 
he cared about, but this, he 
thought, had nothing to do with 
courage, only a sort of exhilara- 
tion you had in doing what you 
were sent out for. Of course it 
was the duty of the war 
correspondent not to get killed. 
An editor once said to him, ‘the 
worst kind of a war correspondent 
is a dead one,” though he had 
nearly been arrested as a Turk- 
ish spy at Gallipoli by a sergeant 
major, who only Jet him 
because of the South African 
ribbons on his tunic. 


Mr. Nevinson was very scorn- 
ful of instructions. from honie 
during a campaign, giving’ the in- 
stance of an editorial message, 
“avoid pessimism and cynicism,” 
when he had sent a true account 
of the horrors he saw during an 
invasion. But the editorial inter- 
ference that seemed to’ have 
rankled most deeply was during 
the Moscow revolution of 1908, 
when he had wired the inform. 
ation, “the rebels have cut the 
water supply.” “To-morrow blood 
will run instead,” 
imaginative sub-editor.

A during parachute, experiment 
wus carried out at Rochester aero- 
drome by ah ex-squadron leader of 
the Royal Air Force.
